AN ORDINANCE OF Las BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA 
AMENDING THE 1989 PALM BEACH COUNTY 
COMPREHENSIVE PLAN ADOPTED BY ORDINANCE NO. 
89-17, AS AMENDED; AMENDING THE TEXT OF THE 
LAND USE ELEMENT (TO CORRECT SCRIVENERS * 
ERRORS IN ORDINANCE 99-32 AND ORDINANCE 99-.. 
33); PROVIDING FOR REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT; 
PROVIDING FOR SEVERABILITY; PROVIDING FOR 
INCLUSION IN THE 1989 COMPREHENSIVE PLAN; AND 
PROVIDING FOR AN EFFECTIVE DATE. 

WHEREAS, on August 31, 1989, the Palm Beach County Board of 
County Commissioners adopted the 1989 Comprehensive Plan by 
Ordinance No. 89-17; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners 
amends the 1989 Comprehensive Plan as provided by Chapter 163, Part 
II, Florida Statutes; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners 
has initiated amendments to several elements of the Comprehensive 
Plan in order to promote the health, safety and welfare of the 
public of Palm Beach County; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Local Planning Agency conducted 
a public hearing on February 12, February 19, and March 12, 1999, 
to review the proposed amendments to the Palm Beach County 
Comprehensive Plan and made recommendations regarding the proposed 
amendments to the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners 
pursuant to Chapter 163, Part II, Florida Statutes; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners, 
as the governing body of Palm Beach County, conducted a public 
hearing pursuant to Chapter 163, Part II, Florida Statutes, on 
March 30,1999, to review the recommendations of the Local Planning 
Agency, whereupon the Board of County Commissioners authorized 
transmittal of proposed amendments to the Department of Community 
Affairs for review and comment pursuant to Chapter 163, Part II, 
Florida Statutes; and 

WHEREAS, Palm Beach County received on June 21, 1999, the 
Department of Community Affairs "Objections, Recommendations, and 


Comments Report," dated June 18,1999, which was the Department's 


written review of the proposed Comprehensive Plan amendments; and 
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WHEREAS, the written comments submitted by the Department of 
Community Affairs contained no objections to the amendments 
contained in this ordinance; 

WHEREAS, on August 17, 1999, the Palm Beach County Board of 


County Commissioners held a public hearing to review the written 


> comments submitted by the Department of Community Affairs and to 


consider adoption of the Amendment Round 99-1 amendments; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners 
adopted amendments to the Land Use Element on August 17, 1999 in 
Ordinance 99-32 and Ordinance 99-33; and 

WHEREAS, Ordinance 99-32 and Ordinance 99-33 as adopted did 
not reflect, due to scriveners’ errors, the actions reviewed and 
approved by the Department of Community Affairs in this amendment 
to the Land Use Element by inadvertently omitting revisions; and 

WHEREAS, it is the intent of the Board of County Commissioners 
to adopt this ordinance, to reflect the 99-1 proposed amendments to 
the Land Use Element originally adopted by the Board of County 
Commissioners and reviewed by the Department of Community Affairs; 
and 

WHEREAS, on September 23, 1999, the Palm Beach County Board of 
County Commissioners held a public hearing to review the proposed 
amendments; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners 
has determined that the amendments comply with all requirements of 
the Local Government Comprehensive Planning and Land Development 
Regulations Act. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, that: 

Part I. Amendments to the 1989 Comprehensive Plan 

An amendment to the 1989 Comprehensive Plan is hereby adopted 
and is attached to this Ordinance as Exhibit 1: 

A. Land Use Element, remedial amendment to correct a 

scrivener’s error in Ordinance 99-32 which inadvertently 

omitted revisions; 

B. Land Use Element, remedial amendment to correct a 


scrivener’s error in Ordinance 99-33 which inadvertently 
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omitted revisions. 

Part II. Repeal of Laws in Conflict 

All local laws and ordinances applying to the unincorporated 
area of Palm Beach County in conflict with any provision of this 
ordinance are hereby repealed to the extent of such conflict. 

Part III. Severability 

If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase, or word 


of this Ordinance is for any reason held by the Court to be 


' unconstitutional, inoperative or void, such holding shall not 


affect the remainder of this Ordinance. 

Part IV. Inclusion in the 1989 Comprehensive Plan 

The provision of this Ordinance shall become and be made a 
part of the 1989 Palm Beach County Comprehensive Plan. The 
Sections of the Ordinance may be renumbered or relettered to 
accomplish such, and the word "ordinance" may be changed to 
‘section, “article,” or any other appropriate word. 

Part V. Effective Date 

The effective date of this plan amendment shall be the date a 
final order is issued by the Department of Community Affairs or 
Administration Commission finding the amendment in compliance in 
accordance with Section 163.3184, Florida Statutes, whichever 
occurs earlier. No development orders, development permits, or 
land uses dependent on this amendment may be issued or commence 
before it has become effective. If a final order of noncompliance 
is issued by the Administration Commission, this amendment may 
nevertheless be made effective by adoption of a resolution 
affirming its effective status, a copy of which resolutions shall 
be sent to the Department of Community Affairs, Bureau of Local 


Planning, 2740 Centerview Drive, Tallahassee, Florida 32399-2100.

d REVISED OBJECTIVE 2.3 Mining and Excavation 


The County shall regulate mining and excavation activities to ensure that such activities are 
appropriately located to be compatible with surrounding land uses and conducted ina 
manner that is environmentally sound and does not adversely impact the health of citizens. 
Also, the County shall ensure that reclamation of disturbed areas shall be appropriate and 
timely.

2. REVISED Policy 2.3-a: Palm Beach County shall continue to implement its Unified Land 
Development Code (ULDC) to ensure that mining and excavation activities: 


a are conducted in an environmentally sound manner, such as, but not limited to, 
depth restrictions and impacts on littoral zones, groundwater, distribution of 
dissolved chlorides or existing and future wellfields and private wells; 

are performed to protect archeological sites, as defined in the Unified Land 
Development Code, from destruction until the site has been examined, cataloged 
and recorded, and the preservation status determined; 

are located to minimize distances to major transportation facilities to reduce impacts 
on roadways and residential neighborhoods; and 

are limited to transportation routes which are primarily on roadways that are 
currently operating as major arterials or collectors which can withstand the effects 
of transporting the volume and weight of the extracted material.

3. REVISED Policy 2.3-b: | The County shall continue to prohibit mining and excavation in 
the Pleistocene Sand Ridge and the Conservation future land use designation.

ADDED Policy 2.3-c: | Mining shall not be allowed in the following future land use 
designations, however excavation may be permitted in conjunction with implementation of 
a site development plan: 


Residential; 

Agricultural Reserve;

Transportation and Utilities: 
Traditional Town Developments. 
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5, ADDED Policy 2.3-d: Mining and excavation may be permitted in the following future land 
use designations subject to the Mining and Excavation regulations of the ULDC: 


Commercial: 
Commercial Recreation: 
Industrial; and 


Aaricultural: Special Agriculture and Agricultural Production sub-categories, 
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6. REVISED Policy 2.3-e: Mining and excavation activities, as applicable, shall be 
restricted as follows:

Within the Residential future land use designations, excavation may be permitted 
for the development of fill for use on-site or to support the drainage system of the 
development, provided that only a minimal amount of fill is distributed off-site; 
Within the Agricultural Production Future Land Use designation, mining may be 
permitted only to support public roadway projects or agricultural activities: 

Within areas zoned Agricultural Residential, excavation may be permitted only for 
the development of fill for use on-site; 


Within areas zoned Special Agriculture, mining may be allowed to remove 
excavatable material for use as fill off-site. 
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7. ADDED Policy 2.3-f: Mining operations existing and permitted before the adoption of the 


1989 Comprehensive Plan shall be exempted from the provisions or requirements of the 
Plan. 


8. REVISED Policy 2.3-g: By 2004 the County shall complete a study of potential alternative 


uses and implementation strategies following reclamation efforts for large-scale mines and 
excavations.

OBJECTIVE 1.2 Urban/Suburban Tier 


1. ADDITION Policy 1.2-f: The County shall encourage the location of schools proximate to 
urban residential areas through: 


e Assisting the School District in identifying funding and/or construction opportunities 
including developer participation or County capital budget expenditures) for 
sidewalks, traffic siqnalization, access, water, sewer, drainage and other 
infrastructure improvements for schools proximate to urban residential areas: 


e Providing an alternative and expedited review for all school sites as discussed in 
Policy 2.2-b of the Public Education Element; and 


° Allowing schools as a permitted use within all urban residential land use categories. 


OBJECTIVE 2.2 Future Land Use Provisions - General 


2.2.8 Institutional and Public Facilities 


a. ADDITION Policy 2.2.8-c: The County shall seek to co-locate public facilities, such as 
parks, libraries, and community centers, with schools to the extent possible, as sites for 
these facilities and for schools are chosen and development plans prepared.
